At Stevenson High School

Teachers and administrators at Ste- 


venson High School in Prairie View 
will feel the school's budget deficit in 
their pockctbooks next year. 


Teachers agreed Monday to a 1.6 


per cent raise in salary and Supt.. 
Harold Banscr accepted a new con- 
tract for the 1975-70 school year with 
no increase in pay. 


The new contract reflects n $200,000 


deficit in the education-fund budget 
next year, said Banscr. A loss in tax 
revenue, is caused by an $il million 
decrease in assessed valuation of 


property in High School Dist. 125 due 
to a reduction in the tax multiplier in 
Lake County. 


ALTHOUGH THE budget docs show 


a $200,000 deficit, the loss will be 
made up by a balance of funds left 
over from previous years, said Ban- 
ser, and the district will not have to 
sell tax anticipation warrants to make 
up the difference this year.

Dennis Walsh probably will never put on his shirt

his heart. The bullet ricocheted off the pen — a gift 
from his wlfo-and hit him In tho hand.

colored Cross pen. Ho sold he plans to write a letter 


of thanks to the pen's manufacturer. 


Walsh was injured while investigating a report of a 


stolen credit cord Monday afternoon at the Lido Mo- 
tel, 2409 N. Mannheim Rd., Leyden Township, near 
Franklin Park. 


A shootout broke out while Walsh and two patrol- 


men were questioning Eric and Sadeline Moss of 
Miami Shores, Flo. During the shootout, Moss was 
killed and Walsh was shot while trying to disarm 
Mrs, Moss. Five stitches were needed to close tho 
wound. 


Walsh, who talks Tike a matter-of-fact police re- 


port, had llttlo to say about the incident. When asked 


how he felt, he said "Lucky. Just very lucky." 


A big man, Walsh doesn't like to talk about his 


close call because the case still is pending. Ho also 
doesn't like the publicity because it puts his family 
in the limelight. 


The pen has been confiscated and is being held 'as 


evidence against Mrs. Moss, who was being held by 
Sheriff's police after her bond was set at $500,000 
Tuesday. She is charged with attempted murder, ag- 
gravated assault and armed violence.

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Cost of living 
takes big jump 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Signaling 


tho danger of renewed Inflation, the 
cost of living took Its biggest monthly 
jump of the year in June, due largely 
to Increases In fuel prices. 


Tho administration expressed sur- 


prise at the 0.8 per cent Increase in 
tho Consumer Price Index last month, 
and slock prices on Wall Street went 
into a steep decline. 


Tho Juno figure, double the 0.4 per 


cent registered in May, represented 
an annual inflation rate of 0.6 per 
cent. 


Tho Labor Department also said 


real spendable earnings — a measure 
of a worker's income after adjust- 
ments for Inflation and the withhold- 
ing of Social Security and income 
taxes — dropped 0.4 per cent in June. 


Much of tho cost of living increase, 


tho department said, was attributed to 
sharply higher prices for fuel oil, 
gasoline and used cars. Consumers 
also paid more for meat, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, and mortgage inter- 
est. 


The Whlto House acknowledged tho 


Increase was "higher than expected." 
Press Secretary Ron Ncsscn said, 
"Inflation has by no means been de- 
feated. Vigilance is needed against 
more deficits and spending programs 
that would rcinflato inflation." 


Treasury Secretary William E. Sim- 


on commented: "Whllo tho figures 
will bounce around a good deal in tho 


coming months, the up trend shows 
that Inflationary pressures remain a 
serious and continuing problem." 


Tho food index rose 1.5 per cent in 


June, tho sharpest gain since Septem- 
ber. Prices rose at a slower rate for 
many commodities, including house- 
hold durable goods, housekeeping sup- 
plies, drugs, aleohoic beverages, rec- 
reational goods and new cars. 


The Consumer Price Index regis- 


tered 1CO.B lost month. 9.3 per cent 
higher than In June, 1974.

of even higher prices for consumer 
foods on the horizon:

RFK angered by CIA-Mafia report 


A former top CIA official said Tuesday Attorney General Robert 


F. Kennedy was angry when told in 1962 that the agency was 
dealing with the Mafia but "not terribly perturbed" that the deals 
Included death plots against Fidel Castro. According to Lawrence 
Houston — general counsel for the Central Intelligence Agency from 
its founding In 1947 until 1973 — the attorney general told the CIA 
to leave organized crime to him. 


Houston talked with reporters after testifying before a House 


subcommittee about a long-standing agreement between the spy 
agency and tho Justice Department that criminal offenses by CIA 
personnel in the line of duty would not be prosecuted. 


Hunt sons charge CIA infiltration 


Two sons of the late billionaire II. L. Hunt, claiming they wcro 


discriminated against because of their conservative views, Tuesday 
charged the CIA infiltrated the family oil empire and used secret 
agents to help embezzle more than $50 million from them. The broth- 
ers said new federal charges that they tried to cover up a family 
wiretapping scheme wcro n further result of an attempt by the CIA 
to discredit the Hunt oil empire. Nelson Bunker Hunt and W. Her- 
bert Hunt said they held the CIA responsible for earlier federal 
charges they spied on aides of their late father. 


Treasury agents report 'many1 bomb clues 


Treasury agents said Tuesday underground terrorists left "many 


clues" in the bombing of the agency's offices in a downtown San 
Francisco skyscraper which caused more than $250,000 damage and 
nearly killed a janitor. A group calling itself the "Red Guerrilla 
Family" claimed responsibility for the snbatoge. The blast late 
Monday night wrecked a freight elevator and part of the offices of 
tho federal Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division of the Treasury 
Department on the 34th floor of tho 38-story Tlshman Building. 


Ford to name Hoffman as Army secretary 
President Ford said Tuesday he will nominate Martin R. Hoff- 


mann, general counsel of the Defense Department and a career 
government lawyer, as secretary of the Army. Hoffman would suc- 
ceed Howard H. "Bo" Callaway, who resigned effective July 3 to 
become Ford's presidential campaign director. 


Hoffman succeeded John W. Dean III as Republican counsel on 


the House Judiciary Committee. Dean Is the former White House 
counsel who was the main accuser of President Richard M. Nixon.

curity Council's appeal and let the 3,900 International peacekeeping 
troops remain in Sinai past Thursday. An Israeli government 
source in Tel Aviv said Israel was not worried about the chances 
that the mandate for the troops would not bo extended, but the 
Israeli army Increased Its alert status In the Sinai nonthelcss. 


Sources In Washington, meanwhile, said Egypt has sent a naval 


task force Into the Red Sea to demonstrate its military strength 
while negotiating with Israel.

Ford plan to remove oil 
price controls rejected 


CONSUMER PRICES rose 0.8 per 
cent in June. Tho Labor Depart- 
ment attributed much of the rise 
to sharply higher prices for fuel 
oil, gasoline and used cars. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 


Tuesday rejected President Ford's 
plan to take price controls off most of 
the nation's domestic oil. House GOP 
Leader John Rhodes immediately 
called for a new effort at compromise 
to keep gasoline prices from going 
"right through the ceiling." 


The House voted 262 to 167 to dis- 


approve Ford's plan to remove over a 
30-month period the $5.25 a barrel 
celling on 60 per cent of the oil pro- 


duced in the United States. 


Then it resumed work on a Demo- 


cratic bill that would set a floating 
price between $7.50 and $3.50 a barrel 
on all domestic oil. 


The House earlier put off until 


Thursday a decision on whether to try 
to override Ford's Monday veto of an- 
other Democratic energy bill that 
would have extended the current $5.25 
a barrel ceiling on "old" oil from its 
expiration date of Aug. 1 to Dec. 31 


Heavy selling drives stocks broadly lower 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A heavy sell- 


ing spree took place on the New York 
Stock Exchange Tuesday, driving 
prices broadly lower for the fifth con- 
secutive session. 


Many analysts saw the spree as a 


reaction to the Labor Department's 
report the Consumer Price Index rose 
0.8 per cent in June — a 9,6 per cent 
annual rate — and real spendable 
earnings declined 0.4 per cent. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


off more than 11 points at one time, 
lost 7.98 points to 846.76, giving it a 
35.05-polnt loss for the past five ses- 


sions. Its close was the lowest since it 
finished at 845.35 June 19. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock index 


fell 0.99 to 91.45. The average price of 
an NYSE common share decreased by 
36 cents. Declines routed advances, 
1,146 to 308, among the 1,826 issues 
crossing the tape. 


Volume swelled to 20|660,000 shares 


from 16,690,000 traded Monday. 


The CPI June increase was double 


the 0.4 per cent May rise and the 
sharpest since an 0.8 per cent surge 
last December. 


Some analysts believed investors 


feared Inflation was being rekindled 
at the same time the economy was re- 
covering from its worst recession 
since 1937. 


Corporate developments also ac- 


counted for some selling. Xerox, 
which took a $44 million loss to get 
out of the mainframe computer busi- 
ness fell 1-1/8 to 63-7/8. It was the sec- 
ond most active issue. 


Exxon's report its second quarter 


earnings dropped to $2.39 a share 
from $3.64 a year ago cost the stock 
1-3/8 points to B7'/.!. 


and set an $11.28 lid the 40 per cent of 
domestic oil not now controlled. 


Ford and the Democrats agree a 


sudden end of controls on Aug. 31 
could lead to a sharp increase in gaso- 
line prices — as much as 7 cents a 
gallon by administration estimates 
and up to 13 cents a gallon by Demo- 
cratic guesses. 


"The worst thing that can happen is 


that we keep growling at each other 
through Aug. 31 with no controls and 
then there is a very precipitate price 
increase that will go right through the 
ceiling," said Rhodes shortly bofore 
the House voted. 


"I know you have the votes to dis- 


approve this," Rhodes told the Demo- 
crats, "and so I say now that the 
President should submit another plan 
but only after the minority and the 
. majority in Congress get together on 
what kind of a plan can be approved." 


Rep. Harley Staggers, D-W.Va., 


manager of the disapproval resolu- 
tion, told Rhodes "I'm willing to meet 
with the President, his advisers or 
with anyone any time and any place 
to work out something for the nation." 


Ford's proposal would have re- 


moved present controls on "old" oil 
from wells in production before 1973, 
which account for 60 per cent of do- 
mestically produced oil, and allow the 
price for all domestic oil to reach 
$13.50 a barrel over that period. 


Gun proposal would ban 
sale of cheap pistols 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The ad- 


ministration presented its gun control 
proposal to Congress Tuesday, calling 
for a total ban on cheap handguns and 
tougher restrictions on their sale by 
dealers and mall order firms. 


Atty. Gen. Edward II. Lev! outlined 


the suggested legislation to the Senate 
judiciary subcommittee 'on juvenile 
delinquency, saying the proposal has 
"the potential of saving lives and 
making the streets of our cities and 
towns a little more habitable." 


Lovi said the administration rc- 


. jectcd the concept of national gun reg- 
istration and licensing as a means of 
curbing handgun abuse. 


The proposal would include an all- 


out attack on the handgun black mar- 
ket in the nation's 10 largest cities. 


Tho administration gun bill would 


ban the importation, manufacture, as- 
sembly and sale of small, cheap hand- 
guns commonly called 
"Saturday 


Night Specials." 


A "point" system would be used to 


define which guns would be allowable. 


Handguns would have to have a com- 
bined length and height of at least 10 
inches and meet basic minimum safe- 
ty standards. 


The proposed bill also would require 


tougher restrictive procedures for li- 
censed gun dealers and mall order 
firms to determine that each purcha- 
ser is legally entitled to own a hand- 
gun. 


Among other things, the dealer 


would be required to check with local 
police — who would run an FBI name 
check — to see If the purchaser had a 
criminal record. 


The subcommittee is considering 


several gun control proposals, ranging 
from one by Sen. Philip Hart, 
D-Mlch., to ban ail handguns to a bill 
by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., which 
would prohibit the sale of ail non- 
sporting handguns. 


Another proposal introduced in the 


Senate 
would prohibit possession, 


sale, use or importation of handguns 
in metropolitan areas where the vio- 
lent crime rate Is 20 per cent above 
the national average.

Astronauts face heavy schedule 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Three Ameri- 


can astronauts probed the galaxies for 
i n v i s i b l e stars Tuesday, scanned 
earth's oceans for clues to boost 
man's food supply and studied the be- 
havior of newborn fish in their Apollo 
spaceship. 


Thomas Stafford, Vance Brand and 


Donald "Dekc" Slayton, who splash 
down in the Pacific Ocean Thursday, 
already were talking about going 
home. They said hello to their wives 
and Brand added: 


"Tell them we'll see them shortly." 
During their earth oriented observa- 


tions, the pilots reported seeing their 
first Iceberg in the North Atlantic — a 
target they were asked to photograph 
so scientists could determine the ice 
volume for potential sources of fresh 
water. 


The astronauts improvised proce- 


dures to salvage an X-ray telescope 
experiment designed to study the 
galaxy. And they watched tiny fish 


swim to see how they would adapt to 
weightlessness, noting the birth of five 
new ones in plastic containers. 


Space scientists at Houston control, 


after a preliminary anaylsis of signals 
from Apollo's star-gazing instruments, 
said new discoveries may already 
have been made. 


Their historic tandem flight with a 


Russian space crew lay behind, but 
the Apollo spacemen faced a heavy 
schedule of exploration during their fi- 
nal days in space. 


Soyuz cosmonauts Alexei Leonov 


and Valerl Kubasov, who returned to 
earth Monday, described details of 


their flight for Soviet space experts at 
Baikonur cosmodrome and prepared 
to fly home Wednesday to Star City 
near Moscow. The Tass news agency 
said Leonov had been promoted to the 
rank of major general. 


Wives of the U.S. crewmen visited 


Houston control to watch videotapes 
of Apollo's adventures with Soyuz. The 
astronauts, told of the visit, radioed 
greetings from space. 


"I wish the girls could see the sight 


we're seeing now," Stafford said. 
"We're right over El Paso." 


Told that the greeting could not be 


returned by Faye Stafford, Joan 


Brand and Marjory Slayton, Stafford 
j o k e d that one-way conversation 
"isn't too bad at some times." Space 
communicator Robert Crippen re- 
plied, "You arc in trouble," bringing 
a hearty laugh from Apollo. 


Astronomy in space tbok much of 


the astronauts' time. They trained in- 
struments in Apollo out into space to 
look for stars that give off X-rays and 
extreme ultraviolet radiation rather 
than visible light. 


"We hope to find a new way of look- 


ing and asking what's out there," said 
Dr. C. S. Bowyer of the University of

OKd for operations 


Buffalo Grovo trustees have passed an ordinance to appropriate 


approximately $5.1 million this fiscal year for municipal operations. 


A breakdown of the general fund appropriation includes $256,515 • 


for general government; $24,550 for legal expenditures; $68,100 for 
tho village finance department; $263,350 for community devel- 
opment which includes tho engineering and public work depart- 
ments; $717,000 for tho police department; and $48,880 for buildings 
and grounds fund. 


Other appropriations arc $70,800 for tho Civil Defense Fund; 


$16,258 for bond principal and interest fund and $29,025 for tho po- 
lice pension fund. 


Also $175,260 for tho municipal retirement fund; $453,680 for the 


street and bridge funds; $39,000 for tho working cash fund; and 
$030,000 for revenue-sharing fund. 


Appropriated for tho golf fund which Includes golf course and 


clubhouse operations Is $538,035; $673,075 for waterworks and'scw- 
crago fund; and $260,000 for garbage fund. 


According to'stalo laws, a municipality must appropriate in order 


to spend funds, Village Ally. Richard Raysa said. The appropria- 
tion is higher than the village's $4.5 million budget, but provides for 
emergency spending. Tho appropriations also Include uncertain rev- 
enues which may be received by the village but arc not budgeted. 


Tight cash flotv eased 


The village will sell about $140,000 In tax anticipation warrants to

Wheeling Trustee Gilbert Monoson 


has asked for results of a ridcrshlp 
survey to determine tho financial 
feasibility of continuing tho village 
bus service. 


Monoson questioned the operation of 


tho bus service after release of a fi- 
nancial report which showed an oper- 
ating deficit of more than $45,000 for 
tho fiscal year ending June 30,1975. 


"It's a lot of money to spend if no 


ono is going to ride the bus," Monoson 
said. "I question tho whole feasibility 
of this bus service." 


Thomas Markus, administrative as-

Meeting planned on Horcher fate

The Wheeling police and fire com- 


mission will schedule a special meet- 
ing within the next few weeks to con- 
sider former police chief M. 0. Hor- 
cher's application for his old job. 


Vern Nystrom, chairman of the 


commission, said Tuesday he must rc- 
•ccive official notification from the vil- 
lage that the commission has been di- 
rected to take up the matter before 
the meeting can be set. 


Tho village board Monday voted to 


turn the matter over to the commis- 
sion for resolution. Nystrom said until 
tho commission receives official cor- 
respondence from the village on the 
matter, no action can be taken. 


"AS SOON AS we get some corre- 


spondence from tho village we will 
meet with our attorney to discuss the 
matter," Nystrom said . A special 
meeting will then be scheduled and 
Nystrom predicted the meeting will 
take place soon. "Why procrastinate 
it," he said. 


The commission must decide wheth- 


er Horcher, 50, is entitled to reinstate- 


ment as police chief and if so, what is 
to happen to Police Chief Peter Gut- 
tilla. 


Village sources say charges are 


being prepared against Guttilla by 
Village Mgr. George Passolt to pre- 
sent to the police and fire commission 
in an attempt to remove him from of- 
fice.

Cooperation: 


we need it 


.lust as five astronauts from 


two nations were performing a 
historic 
linkup in space last 


week, officials in the Northwest 
suburbs were 
performing 
a 


more mundane — but just as vi- 
tal — exercise in cooperation. 


The issues here arc the ordina- 


ry problems of clean air and an 
adequate supply of clean drink- 
ing water, not the mysteries of 
interstellar space. But to nil of 
us, these seemingly minor issues 
arc more directly 
important 


than the actions of two capsules 
whirling in space. 


Last week, it was reported 


that seven local communities — 
DCS Plaincs. Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Buf- 
falo Grove, Schaumburg and 
Rolling Meadows — had formed 
a council to discuss area-wide 
environmental problems. 


Likewise, the issue of obtain- 


ing water from Lake Michigan 
drew five local communities — 
Arlington Heights, Elk Grove 
Village, Schnumburg, 
Hoffman 


Estates and Rolling Meadows — 
into preliminary talks 
about 


buying added water from the 
City of Chicago. 


It's easy to be skeptical about 


sucli cooperation, for history re- 
veals that each of our commu- 
nities tends to compete, rather 
than cooperate, with each other. 
The battle between neighboring 
villages and cities over land an- 
nexation is but one example of 
(he kind of hostility and in- 
sularity that too often exists 
here. 


The fate of many cooperative 


efforts too often reflects this nat- 
ural hostility. The Northwest 
Municipal Conference and the 
Northwest Educational Coopera- 
tive are two examples of groups 
that seem to exercise little real 
decision-making power; in the 
crunch, local governments tend 
to go their own ways and dis- 
regard the potential 
benefits 


from such cooperative groups. 


But common issues keep blos- 


soming, too; the hearings in Chi- 
cago on water allocation require 
a response from the unified 
Northwest suburbs, and that's 
why we view last week's plan- 
ning as important. Similarly, air 
pollution and man-made ugli- 
ness are issues that cry for coop- 
eration, for they arc issues that 
exist everywhere and dictate co- 
operative insights and solutions. 


Opponents 
may argue that 


such groups arc a step towards 
frequently feared metro govern- 
ment. Far from it; these cooper- 
ative groups are an alternative 
which can be effective enough to 
solve local problems and to ar- 
gue for remedial legislations, 
but, at the same time, small 
enough to listen to the cries of 
individual communities. 


The men and women who are 


part of these two 
fledgling 


groups understand this need for 
responsiveness 
and 
responsi- 


bility. No community can exist 
anywhere in complete isolation 
and that's the source of the per- 
ennial 
need 
for 
cooperation 


among governments. 


Two neighbors seek 
a new relationship 


Palatine Village Prcs. Wen- 


dell E. Jones made a prediction 
last week that we hope will 
come true. 


He said he is optimistic about 


a breakthrough for increased co- 
operation between Palatine and 
Rolling Meadows officials. His 
remarks came after a discussion 
between Jones and Rollins Mead- 
ows Mayor Roland Meyer about 
a garbage treatment plant pro- 
posed on the border of the two 
towns. 


It has been a long time since 


the relationship between these 
two governing bodies has been a 
workable one.

There are other, more far- 


reaching, areas of mutual inter- 
est which must be worked out 
between the officials. 


Consider land annexation and 


development on the fringes of 
the towns as well as future 
boundary lines. Take flood con- 
trol, transportation, zoning and 
complicated jurisdictional mat- 
ters. 


With so much at stake for the 


people of both towns, the politi- 
cal difference of opinion must be 
set aside. Meyer' and Jones 
hopefully have .taken the first 
step toward settling the aging 
dispute. Besides, they probably 
aren't sure who started it any- 
way.

H a v i n g attended the Arlington 


Heights Village Board meeting of July 
14, concerning the Smith, Barney 
feasibility proposal on the municipal- 
ly-financed football stadium, I feel 
that a few comments arc in order. 


First, It would seem obvious to any- 


one except perhaps our village presi- 
dent that Touchc-Ross & Co., commis- 
sioned and paid by Madison Square 
Garden Corp., has already reported 
that municipal financing through rev- 
enue bonds is not feasible, and that 
general obligation bonds would be 
necessary for construction and oper- 
ating the new facility. I take this to 
mean that Madison Square Garden 
admits that revenues from the sta- 


dium will not be sufficient to satisfy 
bondholders, and that other revenues 
will therefore be necessary. In short, 
they are telling the village before we 
co-sign the note that they won't be 
able to make the payments. 


With this information already a part 


of the record, with the proposal by 
Mr. Cook that we ought to put first 
things first, and decide who if any- 
body wants a stadium, Village Presi- 
dent Ryan says we have to continue to 
negotiate, on a give-and-take basis, 
with Madison Square Garden. At this 
point, Mr. Ryan should be reminded 
that under the present proposals, we 
would be doing the giving and Madi- 
son Square the taking.

Mr. Ryan's concern for the facility 


showed also in his attempt to elimi- 
nate any comment from the floor. 
Only when Mrs. Harms forced a vote 
w e r e q u e s t i o n s and comments 
allowed, and Mr. Ryan, by his man- 
ner, indicated clearly that it was a 
waste of time to hear from Arlington 
Heights taxpayers. 


Mr. Siegcl, our sometime village at- 


torney, also contributed by indicating 
how the stadium might serve the pub- 
lic interest. One such service that he 
listed was the potential for Increasing 
the village's tax base as a result of 
the development of the Arlington 
Race Track property that appears to 
depend in part on the stadium. There 
is no commitment on the part of 
Madison Square to such a devel- 
opment in their stadium proposal. 
Moreover, under questioning from the 
floor, Mr. Slcgel admitted that the 
first effect of the stadium agreement 
would be to take some 20 acres of 
property off the tax rolls, and he ad- 
mitted that a privately financed sta- 
dium would indeed add to the village 
tax base. 


Trustee Bettman, on two or three 


occasions, took time to reiterate that 
he would wait until all facts are in 
before he makes up his mind on the 
facility. But he did also take time to 
point out in defense of a football sta- 
dium that, the National Football 
League is expanding and is in ex- 
cellent financial health. Even if this 
extraordinary statement were factual 


— and most sports authorities believe 
the football fad has reached and 
passed -its peak — Mr. Bettman 
should understand that Arlington 
Heights would not be doing business 
with the NFL, but with Madison 
Square Garden and eventually the 
Chicago Bears. He should also re- 
member that the Bears did not hesi- 
tate to desert the home for decades — 
Wrigley Field — to go where the fi- 
nancial grass was greener. They arc 
not hesitating now to renege on their 
commitments to Chicago, which has 
spent millions in rehabilitating Soldier 
Field for them, albeit not with the 
greatest artistic success. 


Ms. Harms and Schroeder deserve 


commendation for having done their 
homework and for asking straight-lo- 
the-point questions. The other two 
gentlemen trustees in attendance con- 
tributed little to the discussion except 
nodding discreetly at Mr. Ryan's pro- 
nouncements. 


After seeing this meeting, I feel that 


it is in the public interest that the 
proponents of the stadium facility — 
not the business interests, but the Ar- 
lington Heights people who believe in 
it — tell the rest of us what we hope 
to gain.

CAP sees suburb pricing laws 


by DIANE MERMICAS 


Citizens Action Program officials 


say they are confident that area sub- 
urbs will adopt strict pricing ordi- 
nances for grocery stores similar to 
one adopted recently by the Chicago 
City Council. 


Barbara Potollcchio, spokesman for 


the CAP's consumer coalition, -said 
the Chicago City Council "has set 
precedents for what should be done In 
the suburbs. What they have done will 
be used by our group as a tool to get 
similar legislation passed." 


The Chicago City Council unani- 


mously approved a city code amend- 
ment that requires all grocery stores 
using computer warehouse codes to 
mark the prices on most packaged 
merchandise. 


The Skokio and Franklin Park vil- 


lage boards have adopted similar or- 
dinances, and the DCS Plalnes City 
Council has considered such action 
but has made no decision. 


CAP representatives, who have sup- 


ported the passage of these recent or- 
dinances, plan to ask the Palatine Vil- 
lage Board next month to take action. 


CAP OFFICIALS want grocery 


stores to continue to mark prices on 
all items If they begin using a com- 
puterized checkout system to cut la- 
bor costs and speed the checkout pro- 
cess. 


The system alleviates the need to 


mark prices on items because of price 
codes read by a computer at the 
checkout counter. 


"I don't see how any government 


body can refuse to pass this ordinance 
for the sake of the consumer. People 
have to know what the price is of 
whatever it is they arc buying," Mrs. 
Potollrchlo said. 


But representatives of several ma- 


jor grocery chains don't agree and ex- 
pect disadvantages from such ordi- 
nances. 


LEE ROUSH. vice president of 


Eaglo Food Stores, said, "No grocery 
store has every single Item marked 
now; it never has. There have been 
items like gum and baby food that 
have never been individually marked 
because they are too small. 


"The action by the Chicago City 


Council Is premature," be added. "It 
is going to Increase tho cost of food. 
Wo are going to have to hire more 
people to stamp prices on items now, 
and that cost will be passed on to the 
consumer In prices." 


William Nowby, vice president-pub- 


lic relations for tho Jewel Food 
Stores, agreed but said ho had not 
read tho Chicago ordinance. 


"I would advise the suburbs not to 


consider or adopt such an ordinance 
because it Is only limiting tho grocery 
stores from finding new and better 
methods of pricing and checking out 
items. It Is really only hurting tho 
consumer," Newby said. 


Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 


Jones said CAP representatives 
"have a good point about wanting 
prices to appear on all items in tho 
stores," but said ho is not certain it's 
tho village's responsibility. 


"Something like tills needs to be 


passed on a state or national level to 
require all grocery stores to mark ev- 
erything. Every village can't have a 
different ordinance. It won't work," 
Jones said. 


CAP AND representatives of the re- 


tail clerks union unsuccessfully lob- 
bied In Springfield a month ago for 
the passage of a bill which would 
have required all grocery stores in 
tho state to mark prices on nearly all 
Items. 


But the bill was defeated "because 


there was not a clear understanding 
of how badly it Is needed," Mrs. Poto- 
llcchio said. 


Jones said that when CAP members 


present tho ordinance to the village 
board, It will be referred to a com- 
mittee. 


"If tho committee recommends that 


we pass the ordnance, then we will 
consider It. But I don't understand 
how the village could enforce such an 
ordinance. We don't have enough 
people to go around checking items In 
all our grocery stores," Jones said. 


Jones sold persons who shop regu- 


larly "will raise enough cane when 
they don't sec the prices to make gro- 
cery owners mark everything. Maybe 
the village won't even need to take 
this action If the grocery chains can

Marriage after 65 


Antidote to loneliness

Loneliness Is a handicap of old 


ago for which there is no sure 
euro. Though often attributed to 
Idleness, Isolation or the attitudes 
of society, for many over 65, of 
which there are some 21 million In 
the U.S., It may bo caused simply 
by the death of a mate. 


For these seniors the answer to 


ovor-85 loneliness may be a late- 
In-llfo second marriage. But as in 
marriage at any age, success de- 
pends a great deal upon com- 
patibility, blending of person- 
alities and adjustment to each 
other. 


"Persons post 65 who are con- 


sidering marriage must bo even 
more selective, more careful than 
they were the first time around," 
declared one woman who has 
spent years working with senior 
citizens and Is a "golden agor" 
herself. 


A WIDOW, she cannot imagine 


herself embarking upon a second 
marriage In the autumn of her 
life, oven though she is well ac- 
quainted with loneliness. 


"When you arc a widow, you 


really are alone," she sold. "My 
social life consists of committee 
meetings. Saturdays and Sundays 
are tho loneliest. I could just 
jump out of my skin. Never- 
theless, I would rather have a 
companion, a real good friend, 
than a husband." 


She has seen a number of elder- 


ly people marry, somo successful- 
ly, some not so successfully. One 
woman found herself saddled with 
a man who drank too much and 
too often. Another woman was 
faced with nursing her now hus- 
band through long bouts of illness. 
Still another woman, accustomed 
to a great deal of activity, .was 
completely tied down by a posses- 
sive husband who preferred not to 
do anything. 


YET SHE HAS known somo 


couples who were happy as larks 
— one man, In fact, whoso beau- 
tiful second marriage brought him 
somo of the happiest years of his 
life. 


This senior sees inherent finan- 


cial dangers in a late-ln-lifo mar- 
riage. Sho pointed out that finan- 
cial setbacks can bo disastrous to 
senior couples since they can't re- 
coup as younger persons can. 


"Somo older men are looking 


for a widow who has a 'clear' 
house," she sold. "Sometimes the 
children cause trouble — afraid 
they won't get their share of what 
mama or papa has left from that 
first marriage. On tho other hand,

you and your first mate worked 
hard to get where you are; your 
second mate shouldn't coast in on 
the gravy." 


SHE CONSIDERED it impor- 


tant that older couples planning 
marriage go to a lawyer and have ' 
a pre-nuptial agreement drawn 
up. 


"Too many older people con- 


templating marriage are just 
groping for companionship," she 
said. "They should ask them- 
selves 'What am I giving up? 
What am I gaining?' 


"Is marriage all that neces- 


sary? Couldn't they go out to- 
gether, have a happy time togeth- 
er, and just be real good 
friends?" 


Louise Robertson, director of 


the Palatine Senior Center, brings 
up another stumbling block which 
deters older people from marry- 
ing — the fact that combined So- 
cial Security payments for the 
pair will be less than the total of 
their Individual Social Security. 


"IT'S A REAL DARN shame," 


she exclaimed. "Many more 
would take the step if it weren't 
for this. As far as just living to- 


gether, most arc not that liberal 
in their thinking. They are the 
products of a rigid, conservative 
era, and it's too bad. They might 
as well enjoy companionship and 
not worry about what other peo- 
ple think." 


Tom Price, administrator of 


Prospectus, a Mount Prospect 
counseling center for all ages, 
noted that not only the Social Se- 
curity system, but pension funds, 
retirement funds and insurance 
premiums all tend to keep old- 
sters apart. 


"Younger members of the fami- 


ly also may make it difficult," she 
said. "Children — in fact most of 
society — tend to deny the sexual- 
ity of older persons, particularly 
if the seniors want closeness or in- 
timacy. Kids huve a hard time un- 
derstanding that old people need 
all the same things they do." 


"IF YOU NEED anybody at 


any point in your life," ho added, 
"you need them when you arc old- 
er. This is when you have more 
time for each other." 


Claire Hahn of Family Coun- 


seling Service of Evanston and 
Skoklo points out that older people 


with marital difficulties arc not so 
prone to turn to a counseling 
agency for help ns are younger 
people. If they cannot solve their 
problems themselves, they some- 
times discuss them with their doc- 
tor or minister, whom they con- 
sider friends of long standing. 


June Landmeicr, senior citizen 


coordinator for the Golden Agers 
in DCS Plalnes, is enthusiastic 
about senior citizen marriages, 
but cautions oldsters to go slowly 
and know each other well before 
they take the plunge. 


"IT TAKES a little adjust- 


ment," she said, "but seniors can 
work out their own problems just 
' 


as they did in their first mar- 
riages. The two couples I know 
who married in their later years 
are getting along fine with no real 
problems. All four seniors had a • 
happy relationship in their first 
marriage. 


"After all," she said, "every- 


body needs love — to love and to 
be loved."

Death of witnesses doesn't invalidate will

Dear Attorney Martocclo, 


I hope you won't think these are 


foolish questions, but I'm really in 
doubt about the answers. (I think I 
know tho correct answers, but I'm not 
sure.) By tho way, my husband (re- 
tired) and I read your column and 
find It very informative. We often dis- 
cuss what wo read and that's one of 
the reasons I'm writing now. 


The other day we talked about our 


will because one of the witnesses to it 
passed away and wo had just re- 
turned from his funeral. Will you toll 
me please If our will It still good or 
must we have a new one drawn up? 
Also tho lawyer who drew It up 
passed away last year. This wouldn't 
affect our will, or would it? We own 
somo of our things In joint tenancy so 
what would the survivor have to do 
when tho other dies In order to get it 
In his name or mine? One lost ques- 
tion. Who should hove copies of our 
will? Should we give them to our chil- 
dren since we're leaving our property 
to them? Thank you very much.

You wore wise In asking tho ques- 


tions, even though you think they 
might bo considered "foolish." Law Is 
such a complicated subject and Its 
practice so vast even lawyers have a 
difficult time keeping up with the an- 
swers. I'm certain other readers will 
profit by your questions and learn 
something from the answers since 
your inquiry regarding wills concerns 
most persons. 


• Yes, the will Is still good even 


though one of the witnesses has 
passed away. The death of any or all 
of the witnesses does not Invalidate a 
will 


• It Is not necessary to make a new 


will simply because tho lawyer who 
drew it up is now deceased. His work 
was completed when he did as you 
requested. 


• I might suggest, however, that 


you, and everyone else who has a will, 
take it out to review and, if neces- 
sary, moke changes from time to 
time. There are several reasons for 
this precautionary measure. For In- 
stance, you may, after making your 
will, discover that oncof your children 
has become financially more success- 
ful than another and therefore would 
need less security for the future. Or 
one of tho persons who is to receive a , 
legacy has died. Or, you may simply 
have changed your 
mind about 


whom you wished to receive some- 
thing from you, or the object or sum 
of money. It's possible, too, that you 
may now wish to Include another per- 
son whom you hadn't thought of origi- 
nally. 


The drawing up of a will Is one of 


the "bargains" you can depend on. 
Because It's not expensive and will 
save headaches later on, everyone 
should have one because It gives a 
person tho opportunity to say exactly 
how one's assets are to be distributed 
oven If they happen to be nothing 
more than a few keepsakes. Family 
portraits, jewelry, linens and other 
sentimental rather than monetary 
valuables have been the subject of 
more lawsuits than you can imagine! 


• Whatever you have in Joint tenan- 


cy (with right of survivorship) auto- 
matically goes to the survivor. After 
one of you dies, the other may send a 
copy of tho death certificate to the 
bank, to tho company whose stocks 
and bonds you own, etc. 


You, of course, should have a 


copy of the will. I .suppose it's all 
right to give copies to your children. I 
hesitate to suggest otherwise, and that 


it isn't always a good idea since this 
insinuates that your children might 
not bo worthy of your confidence and 
trust. On the other hand, I speak as a 
lawyer and have known instances 
where giving them a copy has caused 
considerable trouble. 


Citing one specific case should not 


be proof enough to Influence you but 
only something for you to think about. 
Suppose, for instance, that you were 
to change your mind and make anoth- 
er will? The person left out of the sec- 
ond one might be tempted to fight it 
later on when you and your husband 
are gone and the second will goes to 


probate.

There is a small fee for postage 
and handling, but the service may 
well be worth more to you in time and 
energy savings than its modest cost.

This emphasizes the 
international significance of Inter- 
national Women's Year."

Restless earth crust spurs quakes

Hurricanes struck without warning 


— until meteorologists learned haw, 
when and where these disastrous 
storms 
happen. Nowadays, earth- 


quakes strike without warning. Out 
when seismologists learn all the 
causes behind the scenes, they will bo 
able to predict just when and where 
these shuddering disasters will hap- 
pen. 


Earthquakes ore port of the restless 


activity In the crust of the earth. Just 
a few years ago, world scientists 
agreed to accept a new theory which 
explains crustal behavior on a global 
scale. For example, vvo now know 
that the great continents drift around 
like lazy rafts — and also just how 
they do It. 


Since earthquakes are part of this 


crustal activity, the new theory of 
continental drflt may reveal more of 
their secrets. 


Tho earth's crust, as wo know, Is

the rocky shell which varies In thick- 
ness from flvo to more than 20 miles. 
However, it Is not a onc-plcco gar- 
ment, fitting neatly around the globe. 
The earth's crust Is cracked Into lurgc 
and small sections called tectonic 
plates. 


There are about 20 large, rather ri- 


gid plates and many small fragments. 
They're not anchored firmly in place. 
Instead, they are in constant slow mo- 
tion, always inching around the globe. 
And as Urn larger plates drift, they 
carry the continents on their backs, so 
to speak. 


Meantime, a lot of local activity oc- 


curs whre the edges of tectonic plains 
rub against each other. These arc the 
weak crustal zones where a majority 
of earthquakes occur. Many of these 
crustal cracks also are regions of 
growing mountains and volcanic ac- 
tivity. 


We know by rubbing a finger on a 


table that friction generates heat. 
Imagine the stupendous heat gener- 
ated when the sides of two enormous 
plates rub together, as each inches In 
a different direction. For a time, tho 
crustal rocks strive to resist the heat 


and pressure. But when tensions build 
up to an impossible level, obviously 
something has to give. 


With a sudden snap, the two sides of 


the crack adjust to new positions. A 
shuddering earthquake occurs. The 
ground heaves and shakes, and great 
cracks may open up on tho surface. A 
major earthquake sends shivering vi- 
brations clear through the planet. 


Most earthquakes occur around cer- 


tain well-known zones on land and un- 
der the sea. These arc the borders be- 
tween crustal plates moving in differ- 
ent directions. But quakes are not 
limited to these zones. They can and 
sometimes do happen anywhere in the 
earth's restless crust.

held the South cards, won the first 
trick In dummy and decided to attack 
clubs rather than hearts. Probably it 
would have been better technique to 
start the hearts and put in the 10 after 
East followed low, but with West hold- 
ing the heart jack that play was not 
going to succeed. 


The club attack appears hopeless 


also. Anyway Malcolm led a club to 
his ace, returned to dummy with a 
second spado and led a club toward 
his hand. East discarded a spade and 
Malcolm played his king. 


At this point Malcolm made the sort 


of play that winners come up with on 
occasion. 


He needed three heart tricks and 


proceeded to get them by leading his 
10 of hearts! 


West could have covered with the 


jack and still beaten the hand by win- 
ning a second heart and knocking out 
dummy's ace of diamonds but no one 
can blame West for ducking. When 
the 10 held it was a simple matter to 
cash the king of spades, lead the 
queen of hearts and wind up with 
three spades, three hearts, two clubs, 
a diamond and a top score.

heart attack or not until after a period 
of observation and tests. 


Shock can be caused from pain of 


any origin. Basically, shock is circu- 
latory failure, where the heart falls to 
pump enough blood or the blood Is not 
properly circulated. A simple faint Is 
n mild form of shock, because blood is 
not circulated In sufficient amounts to 
thy brain. 


Obviously you needed treatment for 


shock, which Is ample reason to have 
you In a coronary care unit and your 
circulation monitored. 


Pain Induces shock through reflex 


mechanism!) that cither inhibit the 
normal beating of the heart or lend to 
dilate the blood vessels, causing the 
btuod pressure to fall. A simple needle 
stick can Induce fainting as mild 
shock, or In rare cases because a 
deeper form of shock: even death has 
been known to follow rather simple 
medical procedures In apparently 
healthy Individuals. 


I can't begin to tell you what caused 


jour chest pain. It could have been 
caused by pain from a spasm of your 
food tube (esophagus) to the stomach. 
This can occur from the reflux of acid 
digestive juice into the esophagus 
from the stomach as port of the prob- 
lem of hlalal hernia through the 
diaphragm. Proper care of hiatal her- 
nia can minimize this problem. 


You can have chest pains from the 


heart, the esophagus or from a sud- 
den blood clot to the lungs or even 
from a tear in the aorta, the main 
tirtcry from the heart to the rest of 
the body other than the lungs. There 
are many other causes as well. 


It It Important for anyone who de- 


velops sudden chest pain to have Im- 
mediate medical attention. A large 
number of deaths from heart disease 
occur because medical help and facil- 
ities arc not 'available soon enough. 
So. don't procrastinate, call your doc- 
tor or gel help If you have sudden 
chest pain.

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Urge NEC: don't move deaf program 


Tha now director of the area spe- 


cial-education cooperative has recom- 
mended that the cooperative's hear- 
ing-impaired program remain at Ken- 
sington School In Arlington Heights 
despite several parents' demands that 
tho program be moved. 


Tonight the governing board of the 


Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
tion Organization will consider the 
recommendation 
from 
Edward 


McDonald, who became executive di- 
rector of the cooperative lost week. 


Parents of 12 of the 10 children in 


the elementary school program for 
deaf students have criticized tho pro- 
gram and have asked that tho pro- 
gram bo moved to another location. 
Several parents have said they, will 
tako their children out of the program 
If it remains at Kensington. 


LAST MONTH the governing board, 


made up of representatives from 10 
local elementary and high school dis- 
tricts, agreed to consider moving the 
program. 


Out after study of the problems sur- 


rounding the deaf-education program, 
McDonald concluded that the location 
had no bearing on solving problems 
with tho program. 


"No one was able to offer me a 


single way in which the deaf program 
could bo improved by moving it to an- 


other location," McDonald said In his 
report to governing board members. 


McDonald has ben working unoffi- 


cially in tho cooperative for about'a 
month. His hiring as executive direc- 
tor took effect July 15. 


McDonald sold his newness means 


he can bo "open and impartial" In 
studying tho program. McDonald said 
ho lias found problems with the pro- 
gram, Including an Inadequate lan- 
guage program, poor integration of 
tho children Into the school atmos- 


phere, a lack of observance of the 
testing and placement procedure and 
a lack of proper coordination of the 
program. 


McDonald said efforts already are 


being made to'correct these problems. 
Ho sold Tuesday it would be "tragic" 
if parents pulled their children out of 
tho program. 


"I hope the parents will give me an 


opportunity to prove that we can de- 
velop something of real quality" by 
working to solve those problems..

Cities, states 
across nation 
cutting budgets 


From Herald wire services 


"To avoid both chaos and a tax in- 


crease, we must cut spending." 


Gov. Daniel Walker's warning.of 


government financial doom has be- 
come the battle cry for state and local 
officials throughout the country. 


As Walker used a budget-reduction 


veto to cut state appropriations by 6 
per cent, officials in New York, Mas- 
sachusetts and New York City faced 
budget deficits. 


- IN OTHER STATES like Michigan, 
California, Ohio and Florida, unem- 
ployment is increasing, budget cuts 
are forced, services are reduced and 
public employes are facing layoffs. 


"We have reached the bottom,", 


said Georgia's labor commissioner. 
"It is a mushy bottom and we are 
wobbling along it, but there are a few 
indications we are beginning to climb 
back out." 


Sam Caldwell's outlook on the 


Peach State's economic situation — a 
bare-bones budget and an unemploy- 
ment rate of 9.6 per cent — matches 
many other states and cities trying to 
claw their way out of the recession. 


EXCEPT FOR A few bright spots 


across the United States, the com- 
bination of inflation and recession still 
haunt government officials. 


The key word is income, and with 


lags in industry and millions of people 
out of work, states and cities are try- 
Ing to fight inflation by using up avail- 
able money, cut back basic services 
and fire public employes. 


Some states have not hit. the bottom 


yet. New York Gov. Hugh Carey and 
state legislators are battling over new 
taxes. Carey contends the state faces 
a $600 million deficit by the end of the 
current fiscal year. 


But New York City, with its much 


publicized fiscal wars, is just about 
broke. Thousands of public workers, 
including police, have been fired as 
the city struggles to balance its $12 
billion budget, the third largest in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


MASSACHUSETTS Gov. Michael S. 


Dukakis terms his state's financial 
condition — a $60 million deficit and a 
12.6 per cent unemployment rate — 
"The worst fiscal crisis in the state's 
history." 


David Liederman, the governor's 


chief secretary, said, "We've got the 
worst of both worlds ... a declining 
economy and the need for new taxes. 
Now we have to cut state services just 
when they are needed the most." 


Boston, operating on an austerity 


program for the past three years, has 
an unemployment rate of between 9 
and 10 per cent. 


"There's not much chance of our 


being able to solve our own problem," 
said Budget Director Richard E. Wall. 
"If the economy improves greatly, 
we're still going to need 
federal 


help." 


MICHIGAN ALSO is in the midst of 


a fiscal crisis brought about by sag- 
. ging revenues and rapidly increasing 
welfare 
and unemployment 
lines.) 


Both are the result of the automobile! 
industry slump, with jobless figures; 
showing a record number of people; 
out of work —15.1 per cent — and as '• 
high as 25 per cent in Detroit. 
'. 


In contrast, Texas is hi the black; 


with a healthy tax income from oil; 
and gas. Houston follows Texas' good 
fortune, with a $12.5 million surplus 
from last year. 


"We are virtually recession proof 


because Houston is still booming and 
because it has a diverse economy," 
said Mayor Fred Hofheinz. "We didn't 
put all our eggs in one basket." 


CALIFORNIA Gov. Edmund 
G. 


Brown Jr. signed a $11.47 billion budg-" 
et early this month that put the state 
on the black side of the ledger. He 
vetoed a $100 million government 
spending proposal, saying it is healthy 
for government to be "leaner and 
more dedicated." Los Angeles is just 
holding the line despite a balanced 
budget. 


"We cannot continue putting things 


off tomorrow that should be done to- 
day," said Mayor Tom Bradley. 


City officials termed San Fran- 


cisco's economy sound, even with an 
unemployment rate of about 11.5 per 
cent. 


PENNSYLVANIA was considered in 


fairly good shape for this year. But 
Gov. Milton J. Shapp's $4.8 billion 
budget package projects a deficit of 
up to $400 million by the end of the 
1976-77 fiscal year. 


Pittsburgh, with an unemployment 


rate of about 8.8 per cent, is in the 
black due to tight budget control of 
Mayor Pete Flaherty who has cut 
spending to absolute essentials. 


Florida unemployment stands at 


about 12.5 per cent, mainly because of 
construction layoffs; The state is oper-. 
ating on a $4.5 billion budget, about 
$300 million less than last year's, and 
the first time since World War II that 
Florida budget did not take a healthy 
jump. 


CONNECTICUT entered the fiscal 


year with a $70 million deficit inher- 
ited from the outgoing administration. 
Ohio, hard hit by industry layoffs, 
has a $10.6 billion state budget for the 
next two years that will just about 
cover all government operations. 


St. Louis, with a declining income, 


is making ends meet for this fiscal 
year, but with no pay increases for 
state employes and dim hopes for ad- 
ditional income, "a real crisis is inev- 
itable for the fiscal year beginning 
May 1, 1976," said Mayor John H. 
Poelker. 


Seattle slowly is climbing out of a 


recession that saw 15 per cent unem- 
ployment in 1971 because of aircraft 
layoffs. With joblessness now about 
8.5 per cent, the city is searching for 
additional revenue sources. 


Move afoot to conserve 
gold for industry use 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The electronic 


age b highly dependent on gold — not 
to buy electronic machinery, but to 
keep it running. 


Even some straight electrical de- 


vices such as plug connectors used to 
control the brakes on semi-trailer 
trucks depend on gold. 


"No other metal has been found 


that will provide reliable and long- 
lived electrical and electronic 
con- 


nection contacts at the tiny wattages 
used in these sophisticated appli- 
cations," says Paul Aicher, president 
of Technical Materials Inc., Lincoln, 
R. I. "Platinum, palladium and other 
metals have been tried, but they all 
have serious disadvantages in com- 
parison with gold." 


But gold is expensive — $160 or 


more an ounce in the industrial mar- 
ket. Much more serious, it is com- 
paratively scarce, and even though it 
can be recovered when old electronic 
devices are junked, it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult for the-electronics 
and electrical industries to get e- 
nough. 


INDUSTRY IN THE United States 


alone uses 700,000 ounces of gold a 
year. The electronics and electrical 
manufacturers are by far the biggest 
users with jewelers and dental supply 
people following. 


Naturally, the electrical and elec- 


tronics manufacturers have gone to 
great trouble trying to find substitutes 
for gold. When these efforts failed 
they turned to ways to reduce the 
amount of gold needed to transmit the 
electrical or electronic impulse. 
^ These efforts have been successful 
and Alcher's company has played a 
leading role hi them. 


"We have worked out techniques that 


can reduce the amount of gold re- 


quired in sophisticated connectors by 
25 to 90 per cent, according to the ap- 
plication," he said. "Perhaps we can 
save 25 per cent of the total Industrial 
need for gold. At present prices that 
would be $24 million a year but the 
physical conservation is more impor- 
tant than the money saving." 


THE GOLD IS saved in two ways. 


First, an alloy can be substituted that 
contains only 55 per cent gold for 24 
or 18 karat gold. 


Much more Important, Aicher said, 


are new sophisticated techniques of 
a p p l y i n g the gold. "Until com- 
paratively recently," he explained, 
"small parts frequently had to be gold 
plated all over to make certain they 
would transmit an electronic current. 
Now we have learned to apply the 
gold only in the tiny area where it is 
needed in stripes as thin as a hundred 
thousandth of an inch."

Moderate hike seen in store sales 


Gains in consumer buying power 


and recent repayment of installment 
debt point toward a moderate in- 
crease in department store sales for 
the second half of 1975, said two exec- 
utives of the Harris Bank, Chicago. 


Henry S. Kahn, senior vice presi- 


dent, and Molly M. Kramer, vice pres 
ident, said the prospect of increased 
sales follows the 1974 slump in retail 
spending. They commented on depart- 
ment store outlook in the bank's twen- 
ty-second annual department store 
survey. The study compares financial 
data for 16 stores for fiscal year 1975. 


"A combination of stimulative eco- 


nomic policies, slower inflation rates 
and a recovery in consumer con- 
fidence will help bring about the first 
gains in consumers' real buying pow- 
er in more than two years," Kahn 
said. "In addition, consumers repaid 
installment credit during the re- 


cession and, hence, significantly de- 
creased outstanding debt relative to 
their income. This combination of fac- 
tors is forecast to lead to a gain in the 
volume of sales in the latter half of 
this year." 


THE GAIN in 1975 sales is likely to 


fall in the 6 to 8 per cent range com- 
pared to 1974 sales, he predicted. 
Sales were "relatively depressed" 
during the first half of the year. 


Retailers generally report increased 


sales during May and June, Miss Kra- 
mer said. She noted that traditional 
department stores weathered the re- 
cent recessionary period more suc- 
cessfully than discount merchandi- 
sers. There were a number of failures 
among discount retailers in the past 
year, she said. 


The 12 per cent rate of inflation hi 


consumer prices during 1974 was a 
challenge for retailers, the bank re- 
port indicates. The accelerated rate of 


inflation caused a decline in con- 
sumers' spendable income. At the 
same time, consumers increased per- 
sonal savings and curtailed credit, ad- 
versely affecting retail sales. 


The group of 16 department stores 


surveyed by the bank had an increase 
in sales of $973.8 million to $15.3 bil- 
lion during fiscal 1975. The increase 
amounts to a 6.8 per cent change. 


PRETAX PROFITS for department 


stores declined 7.9 per cent in the 
same period. Income taxes took a 
larger chunk of profits, and net in- 
come declined 8.1 per cent. Profits 
also were affected by the decision of 
six retailers to change accounting 
methods. The drop in net profits re- 
sulted in a net proflt-to-sales ratio of 
2.S per cent in 1975 compared to a 2.9 
per cent ratio in 1974. 


The forecast of a general increase 


in department store sales is supported 
by a recent U.S. Census Bureau sur- 


vey. For the week ending July -12, 
U.S. retail sales rose 10 per cent com- 
pared to the same "week a year -ear- 
lier. Dollar sales for the week were 
estimated to be $11.3 billion. Retail 
sales rose 8 per cent during the month 
ending July 12, the bureau said. 


The Census Bureau also said de- 


partment store sales rose 8 per cent 
during the week ending July 12 com- 
pared to the same week a year ear- 
lier. An estimated $1.08 billion in 
weekly sales was reported.

Pollution-control bill under study 


A proposed environmental ordi- 


nance for Wheeling which would in- 
clude regulations for retention basins 
and pollution control standards used 
by the county has been referred to the 
village attorney. 


The proposal, drafted by the village 


environmental advisory commission 
following several months of study, 
will be, drafted in ordinance form by 
Vlllac Atty. John Burke. 


The proposal would adopt by refer- 


ence Articles 4-9 of the Cook County 
environmental 
control 
ordinance. 


These articles include county stan- 
dards for air, water and noise pollu- 
tion. 


In addition the Wheeling ordinance 


will include a 10th article to regulate 
and require the use of retention ba- 
sins in the village. 


The retention basin provisions call 


for: 


• Dumping in basins or tributaries 


or any body of water leading directly 
or indirectly to the basins. 


• Preventing mudslides by land- 


scaping sides of basins. 


• Prohibiting,animals from bathing 


or playing in basins. 


• Prohibiting llvstock from drink- 


ing or bathing in basins. 


• Providing drainage when the ba- 


sin reaches a minimum level. 


• Installing pipes to lead into ba- 


sins and requiring that tney be 
cleaned periodically and not less than 
twice a year. 


• No septic discharge. 
• No solid waste in the basin. 
• Not using baslsn for otorugc dur- 


ing construction. 


Commission members said the key- 


to the ordinance is that it gives the 


village authority to enforce cm iron- 
mental standards and issue citations 
to violators. Repeated violations of 
tlic ordinance could lead to prose- 
cution. 


Tlie commission also said the vil- 


lage environmental ordinance will 
reinforce the county ordinance be- 
cause much of it is included in the 
local ordinance. 


After the proposal is written into or- 


dinance form by the attorney, it will 
be returned to the commission for re- 
view. Commissioners said they plan to 
go over the measure with officials 
Irom the County Environmental Con- 
trol Office who have offered to assist 
the commission in reviewing the ordi- 
nance and suggesting possible amend- 
ments. 


RTA splits over suburban bus funds

A new city-suburban split erupted 


Tuesday on the Regional Trans-

Suburban board members want 
100 per cent funding of suburban bus 
system deficits. 


BOARD MEMBER D. Daniel Bal- 


dino of Evanston accused the Chicago 
board members of breaking a promise 
to approve 100 per cent funding of the 
deficits. "I've been told by city mem- 
bers of this board that they would 
support 100 per cent funding, "he 
said. "Then they vote no." 


"It was clear when we adopted the 


budget June 30 there would be 100 per 
cent funding," Baldino said. 
"It's 


time to begin to move today on full 
funding of suburban carriers." 


After the grants were approved, 


Baldino said, "I consider this to be an 
absolute abrogation of every com- 
mittment made to suburban mem-

Bullet deflected on way to heart 
Strange hap-pen-ing saves cop's life

Dennis Walsh probably will never put on his shirt 


In tho morning without making sure his pen Is firm- 
ly attached to his pocket. 


Walsh of Mount Prospect, a sergeant with the 


Sheriff's police, is alive today because a pen in his 
shirt pocket Monday deflected a bullet heading for 
his heart. Tho bullet ricocheted off the pen — a gift 
from his wife —and hit him in tho hand. 


"I think, I'll buy a hundred of these and line my 


chest with them," Walsh sold, referring to the gold- 
colored Cross pen. He said he plans to write a letter 


of thanks to the pen's manufacturer. 


Walsh was Injured while investigating a report of a 


stolen credit card Monday afternoon at the Lido Mo- 
tel, 2409 N. Mannheim Rd., Leyden Township, near 
Franklin Park. 


A Shootout broke out while Walsh and two patrol- 


men were questioning Eric and Sadellne Moss of 
Miami Shores, Fla. During the Shootout, Moss was 
killed and Walsh was shot while trying to disarm 
Mrs. Moss, Five stitches were needed to close the 
wound. 


Walsh, who talks' like a matter-of-fact police re- 


port, had little to sayabout the incident. When asked 


how he felt, he said "Lucky. Just very lucky," 


A big man, Walsh doesn't like to talk about his 


close call because the case still is pending. He also 
doesn't like the publicity because It puts his family 
in the limelight. 


The pen has been confiscated and is being held as 


evidence against Mrs. Moss, who was being held by 
Sheriff's police after her bond was set at $500,000 
Tuesday. She is charged with attempted murder, ag- 
gravated assault and armed violence. 


Walsh, 30, has lived In the Mount Prospect area

said.

Fire calls rise 21% for May-June 


Total calls in areas served by tho 


Wheeling Township Rural Flro Dis- 
trict rose 21 per cent for tho first two 
months of tho department's 1075 re- 
porting period.

Kindergarten students in Elk Grove 


Township Dlst SO might not,pay any 
bus fees next year. 


Tho Dlst. SO school board Monday 


night considered eliminating the cur- 
rent $31 annual bus fee for kindergar- 
ten students who want to ride tho bus 
to school but live within one mile of 
school. Kindergarten students living 
more than one mile from school are 
bused by tho district and do not pay a 
fee. 


Other students were permitted to 


rido tho bus to school if they lived 
more than eight-tenths of a mile from 
school but paid tho fee. 


If the board adopts the now bus fee 


policy for kindergarten students, the 
district will continue Its policy of hav- 
ing bus stops no closer than eight- 
tenths of a mile from school, but par- 
ents could have their kindergarten 
children walk to tho nearest bus stop 
despite their proximity to school. 


THE BOARD will take action on the 


policy nt tho August board meeting. 


In other action the board approved 


Issuing working cash bonds for $4.63 
million. This revenue will be trans- 
ferred to tho education fund and will 
be reimbursed from property taxes 
received In tho education and building 
fund over tho next 10 years.

Des Plaines Mayor-Herbert H. Beh-

said. "I think it would have been a 
great asset to the city to let them ex- 
pand a little.

The city council's decision on Forest 


Hospital put an end to a two-month 
battle between tho hospital and area 
residents. 


Residents who oppose the expansion 


say.it would bring tho hospital too 
close to homes, creating 
security 


problems and an overall nuisance to 
homeowners. 


Several aldermen voting against tho 


hospital's request said they were 
alarmed by statistics that showed 46 
patients have walked away from the' 


mental hospital this year. Sonic in- 
dicated they would insist on better se- 
curity before voting for the expansion. 


FOHEST HOSPITAL hoped to pur- 


chase the land and office-warehouse 
and move Green Tree Industries, a 
vocational rehabilitation program, a 
post-graduate study program and of- 
fices to the area. 


June Bcngtsen, public relations coor- 


dinator at the hospital, said Tuesday 


the hospital has made no decision on 
what it will do now that the rezoning 
request has been turned down. 


"We're disappointed hi the decision, 


but at this point we are undecided on 
a future course of action," she said. 
"We may have something in a day 
or two." 


The property on -which the ex- 


pansion of the hospital is proposed 
has a mixed manufacturing, com- 


mercial and residential zoning classi- 
fication. Hospital officials asked that 
the zoning of the entire tract be 
changed to manufacturing. 


Although the rezoning request has 


been denied, the existing zoning would 
allow the hospital to locate the voca- 
tional-rehabilitation program on the 
property. The zoning, however, would 
not allow classroom faculties or of- 
fices. 


RTA splits over suburban bus funds

A new city-suburban split erupted

BOARD MEMBER D. Daniel Bal- 


dino of Evanston accused the Chicago 
board members of breaking a promise 


• to approve 100 per cent funding of the 
deficits. "I've been told by city mem- 
bers of this board that they would 
support 100 per cent funding, "he 
said. "Then they vote no." 


"It was clear when we adopted the 


budget June 30 there would be 100 per 
cent funding," Baldino said. 
"It's 


time to begin to move today on full 
funding of suburban carriers." . 


After the grants were approved, 


Baldino said, "I consider this to be an 
absolute abrogation of every com- 
mittment made to suburban mem-

Bullet deflected on way to heart 
Strange hap-pen-ing saves cop?s life

Dennis Walsh probably will never put on his shirt 


In tho morning without making sure his pen Is firm- 
ly attached to his pocket. 


Walsh of Mount Prospect, a sergeant with the 


Sheriff's police, Is alive today because a pen in his 
shirt pocket Monday deflected a bullet heading for 
his heart. Tho bullet rlchocheted off the pen — a gift 
from his wife—and hit him in the hand. 


"I think I'll buy a hundred of these and line my 


chest with them," Walsh said, referring to the gold- 
colored Cross pen. He said he plans to write a letter 


of thanks to the pen's manufacturer. 


Walsh was injured while investigating a report of a 


stolen credit card Monday afternoon, at the Lido Mo- 
tel, 2409 N. Mannheim Rd., Leyden Township, near 
Franklin Park. 


A Shootout broke out while Walsh and two patrol- 


men were questioning Eric and Sadeline Moss of 
Miami .Shores, Fla. During the Shootout, Moss was 
killed and Walsh-was shot while trying to disarm 
Mrs. Moss. Five stitches were needed to close the 
wound. . 


Walsh, who talks like a matter-of-fact police re- 


port, had little to say about the Incident. When asked 


how he felt, he said "Lucky. Just very lucky." 


A big man, Walsh doesn't like to talk about his 


close call because the case still is pending. He also, 
doesn't like the publicity because it puts his family 
in the limelight. 


The pen has been confiscated and is being held as 


evidence against Mrs. Moss, who was being held by 
Sheriff's police • after her bond was set at $500,000 
Tuesday. She is'charged with attempted murder,, ag- 
gravated assault and armed vlilence. 


Walsh,' 30, has lived in the Mount Prospect area 


since 1963. He has been with the Sheriff's police for 
nine years. He served as a detective at the Niles 
station and was promoted to sergeant in 1873.

several times a day because freight trains block major cast-west 
roads. 


Mayor Herbert H. Bchrcl renewed talk of a bypass at Algonquin 


Road several months ago. Ward said, however, his committee be- 
lieves the overpass would bo better on Oakton Street. ' 


Tho alderman said the Increased traffic generated by the over- 


pass would bo less objectionable If it were on Oakton Street. He 
also said the Oakton location would present the city with a better 
opportunity to obtain state funds and would increase exposure to 
merchants along tho street. 


Ward noted however, that obtaining tho necessary right-of-way on 


Oakton Street might be moro difficult than on Algonquin Road. 
Both streets consist of a mix of residential and commercial proper- 
ty. 


Petitions to save city hall 


David Wolf, Bicentennial commission chairman, presented the 


city council with petitions signed by 1,321 residents who support 
preserving tho old city hall. 


The old city hall has been the subject of controversy in the last 


several months. Some city officials and residents favor preserving 
tho old building for use as an historical museum and community 
center, while others favor tearing it down to provide parking for the 
new Civic Center complex.

portation committee, said the routes proposed by the RTA arc 
designed so residents will not have to walk more than five blocks 
to a bus stop. 


The city now has bus service, but the proposed intracity system 


would Increase the number of routes. The bus system also would 
include shuttle service to Old Orchard Shopping Center and O'Hare 
Airport, Olcn said. 


Clayton E. Mott, chairman of the DCS Plalncs Mass Transit Dis- 


trict, said the expanded bus service should be in operation by Sep- 
tember. 


Olon said the RTA has agreed to pay 100 per cent of the bus 


system costs, which are expected to come to about $300,000 annual- 
ly. Tho RTA originally was to fund about 80 per cent, with the city 
paying the remainder. 


Water contract extended 


Tho city council has voted to extend for 10 years a contract to 


buy water from the City of Chicago. 


Tho contract calls for the city to purchase at least 5.5 million 


gallons of water a day In 1975-76, G million gallons a day in 1977-79, 
6.5 million gallons a day in 1980-82 and 7 million gallons a day In 
1983-84. 


The contract will allow the city to buy a maximum of 7 million 


gallons a day In 1975 and will Increase to a maximum of 14 million 
gallons a day In 1984. 


Chicago now supplies DCS Plalncs with about two-thirds of its 


water each day.

Survey of suburbs 
Elk Grove rates high 


Elk Grove Village, a young upstart 


town In the area, is the lone standard 
bearer from the Northwest suburbs 
mentioned in a Ladies Homes Journal 
survey of the best suburban commu- 
nities in the Chicago area. 


While Evanston and Oak Park were 


rated as the two best suburban towns, 
Elk Grove Village was mentioned 
along with Winnctka and Oak Brook 
as communities which received mul- 
tiple votes from an eight-man panel of 
judges. 


Tho village apparently was pro- 


pelled into tho spotlight before other 
communities because of the rating of- 
fered by James H. Dana, tiic senior 
associate with Bennett and Kahnwci- 
Icr, a real estate development firm 
which has worked witli Centex Homes 
Corp. in Elk Grove Village and 
Schaumburg. 


"Based on the survey criteria, I 


rated both Elk Grove Village and 
Schaumburg top," said Dana. 


DANA SAID he tried not to let his 


business dealings influence his deci- 
sion on the poll. A resident of Oak 
Brook, he mentioned that he also 
rated that community as his third 
choice in the survey. 


"I 
think both Elk Grove and 


Schaumburg have done an out- 
standing job with planning," he said. 
Dana added ho was a little surprised 
•to seo Evanston and Oak'Park grab 
tho top honors in tho survey. 


"Oak Park has done a good job in 


solving some of its problems but I 
have not seen the same type of effort 
in Evanston." 


A Herald survey of some of the pan- 


elists in the Chicago poll revealed that 
none of them lived in Oak Park or 
Evanston. 


"I would like to live In Oak Park, 


but just cannot afford it," said Alan 
Kalitsky, president of the Chicago 
Jaycccs. 


He indicated that the magazine sent 


him a questionnaire and asked him to 
rate communities in terms of quality 
of schools, cost of living and other 
factors. 


Kalitsky, a Winficld resident, said 


he also rated Hinsdale along with 
Evanston as good communities. 


HAROLD OLIN, an official of the 


U.S. Savings and Loan League and a 
resident of Beverly Shores, Ind., said 
the survey also asked the panelists to 
consider such things as community 


planning, cultural facilities, trans- 
portation, and the cthlnic and de- 
mographic mix of the communities. 


"Evanston seemed to fit into those 


categories very well," Olin said. 


He added that the instructions sent 


with the survey suggested that the 
panelist not consider "dormitory-type 
communities, where people merely 
ate and slept." 


The article, which was written by 


David Franke, the author of "Amer- 
ica's 50 Safest Cities," reported that 
the combination of Evnnston's loca- 
tion on Lake Michigan, the cultural 
facilities offered by Northwestern 
University and diversity of ethnic 
backgrounds of the residents com- 
bined to gain the city top billing. 
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He said the village should consider

No garbage plant 
without hearings 


There will bo no garbage-treatment 


plan In Rolling Meadows without full 
public hearings, the Rolling Meadows 
City Council decided Tuesday night. 


The council voted unanimously to 


reword nn amendment to the zoning 
code to Insist on public hearings be- 
fore the necessary approvals for gar- 
bage-treatment plants arc granted. 


The zoning amendment was sought 


by the City Council to allow public 
works use, probably Involving some 
phase of garbage treatment, on a n.7- 
acrc city-owned site near Northwest 
Highway tint) rtohlwing Road. Resi- 
dents of the neighboring Palanois 
Park subdivision, Palatine, opposed 
the change at a council session July il. 
but no citizen comment was offered 
Tuesday night. 


SPECIFICALLY, the amendment 


would allow city processing, treat- 
ment, recycling or disposal of refuse 
in any fashion except incineration. 


Aid. Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th. suc- 


cessfully urged the council to delay 


approval until It meets again Aug. 12. 
Jacobson said he did not oppose such 
land uses, but wanted to guarantee 
public hcarlngs.wlth full investigation 
of any proposed treatment system, be- 
fore construction can proceed. 


As the amendment was worded 


Tuesday, municipal garbage treat- 
ment would have become a permitted 
use in any light-manufacturing dis- 
trict within the city! With permit'od- 
usc status, a proposed facility would 
not face scrutiny in a public hearing, 
although any municipal operation still 
would require a city council vote au- 
thorizing expenditures. 


JACOBSON URGED garbage treat- 


ment be listed instead under special- 
use provisions. This requires special 
permission granted only after the pub- 
lic hearing process, Jacobson noted 
the city's zoning commission also had 
recommended the special-use lan- 
guage. Mayor Roland J. Meyer said 
he had no objection to the change. 


Jacobson said he especially feels 


public hearings will be necessary if 
the Institute of Gas Technology tries 
to proceed with a proposal for a bio- 
gas plant on the 6.7-acre city site, to 
convert garbage and sludge to meth- 
ane gas. The institute's proposal was 
the reason for the Palanois Park op- 
position. 


"We have a new concept somebody 


has put to us. I don't know if it is 
good or not, but it needs another hear- 
big," said Jacobson. 


MEYER PREDICTED a bio-gas 


plant "may never occur in Rolling 
Meadows," and emphasized the zon- 
ing amendment is not directed at any 
particular garbage-treatment system. 
But he said there is no rush for Imme- 
diate action. He noted, however, (he 
city's present trash compactor site 
near Golf Road and the Northwest 
Tollwny has never conformed to zon- 
ing codes, and will now require a spe- 
cial-use hearing.

The 2,700 condominium apartments 


planned for Arlington Park Race 
Track exceed the village's density re- 
strictions by 1,700 units, Village Plan- 
ner Joe Hosier charged Tuesday 
night. 


Kesler's accusation that the apart- 


ment portion of the race track's mas- 
ter plan was too concentrated was 
supported by Village Planning Engi- 
neer John Best, who said, "The den- 


sity being proposed is too great in light 
of the standards we have in our 
code."

Bullet deflected on way to heart 
Strange hap-pen-ing saves cop's life

Dennis Walsh probably will never put on his shirt 


In the morning without making sure his pen is firm- 
ly attached to his pocket. 


Walsh of Mount Prospect, a sergeant with the 


Sheriff's police, is alive today because a pen in his 
shirt pocket Monday deflected a bullet heading for 
his heart. The bullet ricocheted off the pen — a gift 
from his wife —and hit him in the hand.- 


"I think I'll buy a hundred of these and line my 


chest with thorn," Walsh said, referring to the gold- 
colored Cross pen. He said he plans to write a letter 


of thanks to the pen's manufacturer. • 


Walsh was Injured while investigating a report of a 


stolen credit card Monday afternoon at the Lido Mo- 
tel, 2409 N. Mannheim Rd., Leyden Township, near 
Franklin Park. 


A Shootout broke out while Walsh and two patrol- 


men were questioning Eric and Sadellne Moss of 
Miami Shores, Fla. During the Shootout, Moss was 
killed and Walsh was shot while trying to disarm 
Mrs. Moss. Five stitches were needed to close the 
wound. 


Walsh, who talks like-a matter-of-fact police re- 


port, had little to say about the Incident. When asked 


how he felt, he said "Lucky. Just very lucky." 


A big man, Walsh doesn't like to talk about his 


close call because the case still is pending. He also 
doesn't like the publicity because it puts his family 
in the limelight. 


The pen has been confiscated and is being held as 


evidence against Mrs. Moss, who was being held by 
Sheriff's police after her bond was set at $500,000 
Tuesday. She is charged with attempted murder, ag- 
gravated assault and armed violence. 


Walsh, 30, has lived In the Mount Prospect area

Race track condo units

The 2,700 condominium apartments

There will be no garbage-treatment 


plan in Rolling Meadows without full 
public hearings, the Rolling Meadows 
City Council decided Tuesday night. 


The council voted unanimously to 


reword an amendment to the zoning 
code to insist on public hearings be- 
fore the necessary approvals for gar- 
bage-treatment plants are granted. 


The zoning amendment was sought 


by .the City Council to allow public 
works use, probably involving some 
phase of garbage treatment, on a n.7- 
acre city-owned site near Northwest 
Highway and Rohlwing Road. Resi- 
dents of the neighboring Palanois 
Park subdivision, Palatine, opposed 
the change at a council session July 8, 
but no citizen comment was offered 
Tuesday night. 


SPECIFICALLY, the amendment 


would allow city processing, treat- 
ment, recycling or disposal of refuse 
in any fashion except incineration. 


Aid. Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th, suc- 


cessfully urged the council to delay 
approval until it meets again Aug. 12. 
Jacobson said he did not oppose such 
land uses, but wanted to guarantee 
public hearings.with full investigation 
of any proposed treatment system, be- 
fore construction can proceed. 


As the amendment was worded 


Tuesday, municipal garbage treat- 
ment would have become a permitted 
use in any light-manufacturing dis- 
trict within the city. With permit*ed- 
use status, a proposed facility would 
not face scrutiny in a public hearing, 
although any municipal operation still 
would require a city council vote au- 
thorizing expenditures. 


JACOBSON URGED garbage treat- 


ment be listed instead under special- 
use provisions. This requires special 
permission granted only after the pub- 
lic hearing process. Jacobson noted 
the city's zoning commission also had 
recommended the special-use lan- 
guage. Mayor Roland J. Meyer said 
he had no objection to the change.

Race track project 
Condo plan 
density hit

The 2,700 condominium apartments 


planned for Arlington Park Race 
Track exceed the village's density re- 
strictions by 1,700 units, Village Plan- 
ner Joe Kcsicr charged Tuesday 
night. 


Keslcr's accusation that the apart- 


ment portion of the race track's mas- 
ter plan was too concentrated was 
supported by Village Planning Engi- 
neer John Best, who sold, "The den- 
sity being proposed is too great in light 
of the standards we have in our 
code." 


To build 2,700 units, the race track 


would have to devote 220 acres — ap- 
proximately the entire area planned 
for development at Arlington Park — 
to just the housing, Best said. 


THE REMARKS were made (luring 


a review of the race track's proposed 
master plan by village department 
heads and members of the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission. 


Bill Mooro, attorney for Madison 


Square Garden Corp., and John Cor- 
dwell, architect of the housing plan, 
disputed the suggestion that too many 
apartments were Included. 


If the 2,700 units arc built, It would 


destroy the balance of single-family to 
multi-family dwellings in the village, 
Kcsicr said. 


The present ratio, which Kcsicr 


termed "very healthy," is 69.8 per 
cent single-family units and 30.4 per 
cent apartments. If the race track 
housing is built, the mix would change 
to 54 per cent single-family, 46 per 
cent multi-family, he said. 


Kcsicr also charged that the num- 


ber of school-aged children in the de- 
velopment would be more than twice 
the 522 children estimated by the de- 
veloper, and that the total population 
of the project had been understated. 


"THE RESULT OF underestimating 


these populations is exaggerated finan 
cial benefits claimed by the devel- 
oper," he snld. 


Economic reports prepared 
for* 


Madison Square Garden contend the 
residential, office and industrial parks 
planned for Arlington Park will pay 
more than $7.5 million in real estate 
taxes annually. The reports also fore- 
cast a tax surplus of $4.7 million to 
school districts after the cost of edu- 
cating the children from the devel- 
opment Is subtracted. 


Moore defended the apartment plan, 


which includes six 15-story buildings 
and a number of lower mid-rise build- 
ings, by saying the entire devel- 
opiticnt plan, 244 acres, must be in- 
cluded in calculating the density. 


"We tried to be responsive to the - 


attitude in the community that says, 
'We don't want every inch of ground 
built on,' " Mooro said. 


All the buildings will cover only 26.2 


per cent of the total ground area, he 
said. 


SPREAD OVER 243 acres, the den- 


sity amounts to about 11 units per 
acre, under the maximum permitted 
by the village code, Cordwell saidi 


"We prefer not to talk about density 


but rather the total building," he said. 


But Best repeated that, unless cor- 


rected by Village Atty. Jack M. Sie- 
gcl, he interprets the village code as 
requiring that the apartment density 
be calculated using only the land that 
will support the apartment project. 


Other parts of the race track devel- 


opment, including 83 acres planned 
for light industries and office build- 
Ings, the 17 acres for the stadium and 
other parts of the plan not directly 
tied to the apartment buildings, must 
be subtracted, he said. 


THE DISAGREEMENT was unre- 


solved Tuesday night. 


Keslcr also charged that the park- 


ing proposed for the stadium's 12,500 
cars should be Increased to nearly 
25,000 to meet the village code. Park- 
ing for the entire development should 
be 49,000 cars, he said, provoking a 
sharp response from Moore. 


RTA split on funding 
for suburb bus routes

A new city-suburban split erupted 


Tuesday on the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board after the 
Chicago members approved two sub- 
urban bus grants that suburban board 
members said were insufficient. 


All four suburban board members 


voted against the grants in protest, 
but the measures were carried by the 
five city members, including Chair- 
man Milton Pikarsky. 


The grants, which Included $112,000 


to the North Suburban Mass Transit 
District and $74,500 to the South Sub- 
urban Transit System Inc., totaled 80 
per cent of the amounts the agencies 
had requested to cover operating defi- 
cits. Suburban board members wont 


100 per cent funding of suburban bus 
system deficits. 


BOARD MEMBER D. Daniel Bal- 


dino of Evanston accused'the Chicago 
board members of breaking a promise 
to approve 100 per cent funding of the 
deficits. "I've been told by city mem- 
bers of this board that they would 
support 100 per cent funding, "he 
said. "Then they vote no." 


"It was clear when we adopted the 


budget June 30 there would be 100 per 
cent funding," Baldino said. '•It's 
time to begin to move today on full 
funding of suburban carriers." 


After the grants were approved, 


Baldino said, "I consider this to be on 
absolute abrogation' of every com- 
mittment made to suburban mem-

Votes for levy to fund garage 
I still oppose utility tax: Ryan 


by KURT BAER 


James T. Ryan, village president of 


Arlington Heights, said Tuesday, he . 
still opposes the village's 5 per cent 
utility tax despite his vote to continue 
the tax for at least 10 more months in 
order to pay for a $750,000 public 
works garage. 


The vote at Monday's village board 


meeting reversed a position Ryan 
took in March when, as a candidate 
for village president, he proposed 
eliminating the garage as part of a 
$1.1 million village budget cut. 


Ryan said Tuesday that he was 


swayed by the unanimous recommen- 
dation of a specially appointed citi- 
zens' committee that a garage to ser- 
vice and repair village vehicles was 
needed. To put off the building's con- 
struction would be "penny wise but 
pound foolish," he said. 


"THE VOTE TO go with the garage 


was something we Just had to do. I 
haven't changed my mind at all (on 
the utility tax)," he said. 


The village board's 5-2 vote approv- 


ing the garage and the utility tax to 


pay for it means that $3.15 million in 
utility taxes are now earmarked for 
major construction projects. To raise 
the money, the tax will have to re- 
main in effect at least until May 197G. 


During the campaign, Ryan pro^ 


posed eliminating the 5 per cent vil- 
lage tax on telephone, gas and elec- 
tric bills as soon as possible. 


"The garage was one of the inst 


items that had been originally listed 
in the budget as coming out of the 
utility tax," he said Tuesday. 
, 


ASKED WHETHER he thought the 


garage should be the last project fun- 
ded by the tax, Ryan replied: "I'm 
leaning very strongly to that posi- 
tion." 


The. citizens' 
committee, 
which 


Ryan appointed after being elected 
village president, pared the cost of 
the garage from $889,000 to $750,430, 
the figure approved by the village 
board. 


"We were able to save some money 


on it considering that the original 
building was almost $900,000," Ryan 
said. 


He said he expects the village 


board's finance committee will make 
a recommendation in the next two to. 
three months whether to retain or 
abolish the tax. The tax's future then 
will be decided by the village board. 


TRUSTEE DAVID Griffin, Ryan's 


opponent in the election campaign, 
said Tuesday the vole for the garage 
will prolong the life of the utility tax 
at least until September 197". 


S e v e r a l minor sewer projects, 


pumps, a well and water mains to go 
along with an $800,000 steel water 
tank already on order and repaying 
the Arlington Heights Park District 
for the village's use of the land-dedi- 
cation fund will extend the tax past 
mid-1976,'he said.

Bullet deflected on way to heart. 
Strange hap-pen-ing saves cop's life

Dennis Walsh probably will never put on his shirt 


In the morning without making sure his pen is firm- 
ly attached to his pocket. 


Walsh of Mount Prospect, a sergeant with the 


Sheriff's police, is alive today because a pen in his 
shirt pocket Monday deflected a bullet heading for 
his heart. The bullet ricocheted off the pen — a gift 
from his wife—and hit him in the hand. 


"I think I'll buy a hundred of these and line my 


chest with them," Walsh said, referring to the gold- 
colored Cross pen. He'said he plans to write a letter 


of thanks to the pen's manufacturer. 


Walsh was injured while investigating a report of a 


stolen credit card Monday afternoon at the Lido Mo- 
tel, 2409 N. Mannheim Rd., Leyden Township, near 
Franklin Park. 


A Shootout broke out while Walsh and two patrol- 


men were questioning Eric and Sadellne Moss of 
Miami Shores, Fla. During the Shootout, Moss was 
killed and Walsh was shot while trying to disarm 
Mrs. Moss. Five'stitches were needed .to close the 
wound.

Walsh, who talks like a matter-of-fact police re- 


port, had little to say about'the incident, When asked 


how he felt, he said "Lucky. Just very lucky." 


A big man, Walsh doesn't like to talk about his 


close call because the case still is pending. He also 
doesn't like the publicity because it puts his family 
in the limelight. 


The pen has been confiscated and is being held as 


^evidence against Mrs. Moss, who was being held by 
Sheriff's police after her bond was set at $500,000 
Tuesday. She is charged with attempted murder, ag- 
gravate;] assault and armed violence. 


Walsh, 30, has lived in the Mount Prospect area 


since 1963. He has been with the Sheriff's police for 
nine years. He served as a detective at the Miles 
station and was promoted to sergeant in 1973.
